Corn Growers Soon May Be Plagued By Surplus Problems

A 
federal 
crop estimate indicates corn, the 
nation’s No. I crop in point of 
acreage and production volume, 
rj)knay soon be plagued by the 
same surplus problems as wheat, 
cotton, 
rice 
and 
some 
other 
crops. 
In its first major 1955 produc* 
tion forecast, the 
Agriculture 
Department said late yesterday 
the year’s total crop volume may

be second only to the record set 
in 1948. Corn and other livestock 
feed grains contributed heavily 
to this anticipated big harvest. 
The report showed that much 
land formerly planted to wheat, 
cotton and other crops now un­ 
der federal growing restrictions 
has been diverted to livestock 
feed grains, including oats, bar­ 
ley and grain sorghums as well 
as corn. 


If these 
feed 
crops 
escape 
drought, heat, insects and dis­ 
eases during the remainder of 
the growing season, the result 
could be accumulation of vast 
stocks. That in turn could bring 
a sharp decrease in price sup­ 
ports next year under the ad­ 
ministration’s new flexible price 
support system. 
Corn is being supported this 
year at 87 per cent of parity 


compared with 90 per cent last 
year. It could well drop to 80 
per cent or less next year. 
The report indicated 
that 
a 
good portion of the growers in 
commercial producing 
a r e a s 
planted more corn than was al­ 
loted them under a voluntary 
restriction program. 
The 
total 
acreage is about 80,765,000 ac­ 
res, or nearly 5 million more 
than called for under the allot­ 


ment program. 
Growers 
who 
overplant are ineligible for price 
support aid. 
Livestock 
reports 
indicate, 
however, that there will be need 
for somewhat more feed grains 
than last year. A sharp increase 
in hog production has been re­ 
ported. 
Nevertheless, a record reserve 
of nearly one billion bushels of 
corn is 
already in 
existence, 


most of it acquired by the gov­ 
ernment 'under 
price 
support 
program operations. 
As could be expected, the in­ 
dicated harvests of crops under 
rigid marketing quotas or plant­ 
ing restrictions—wheat, 
cotton, 
rice, tobacco and sugar crops— 
are below those of last year. 
But farm law makes no pro­ 
vision for rigid controls on corn 
or the other feed 
grains. 
The 


only leverage available to the 
government 
for 
discouraging 
their production is reduction of 
price support rates and denial of 
price support aid to those who 
overplant. 
In another report, the Depart­ 
ment said farm employment dur­ 
ing the last week of June totaled 
9,329,000 compared with 9,642,000

Only Walkers 
Can Register 
On Pedometer 


Many persons have asked The 
Herald why the pedometer—the 
gadget 
that 
records 
pedestrain 
mileage—cannot be used by skat­ 
ers or bike riders. 
The explanation Is that the 
pedometer only r e g i s t e r s on 
Walking strides. 
If a skater were wearing 
the 
gadget, it would record only the 
actual walking movement of the 
legs. It would not take into consid­ 
eration the "gliding” distance. 
A skater might take one stride 
and glide several yards before tak­ 
ing another stride. The pedometer, 
however, would only click off the 
two movements of the foot, not the 
actual distance covered. 
• • • 
THE SAME holds true for a bike 
rider. The bike rider does a lot 
of “gliding” , which would not be 
recorded by the pedometer. 
The Herald, in checking the re­ 
sults of various walkers already 
tested, has had to make adjust 
ments on the results. The pedo­ 
meter is set for a 27-inch stride 
and those tested often took less 
than this—for example, the mail 
rnan climbing up stairs, or the 
milkman driving his truck. 
Therefore, The Herald has had 
to compensate for these move­ 
ments and has revised some of the 
readings to bring them into line 
with actual mileage traveled.

Crisis For Communism-

WASHINGTON UPI — Just about 
the best statem ent which could 
come out of the Geneva meeting 
among President Eisenhower and 
the British, French and Russians 
l^ ’ould be one which said: “ We got 
along together and made a little 
progress.” 
To expect more than that is prob­ 
ably to expect too much. The 
Geneva meeting, beginning next 
Monday, is not intended to solve 
any big East-West problems. 
With only about six days for dis­ 
cussions, the Big Four do not in­ 
tend—at least as the state depart­ 
ment views it—to go into details, 
© lather, they will talk about prob­ 
lems in a general way. 
They can agree on which prob­ 
lems the four governments can 
try to solve later through special 
commissions or meetings of for­ 
eign ministers. 
At Geneva the Big Four will 
probably feel successful if, through 
their attitude and perhaps an in­ 
dication of willingness to make 
concessions, they have been able 
lay the groundwork for friend­ 
lier relations and future agree­ 
ments in detail. 
Arms reduction and the reunifi­ 
cation of Germany are two of the 
biggest issues facing them. Agree­ 
ing on either in detail would take 
months. 
The schedule itself, as it stands 
now, will give an idea of how the 
conference will be held: 
Next Monday, July 18, Eisenhow­ 
e r, British Prim e Minister Eden, 
Trench Prem ier Faure and Rus­ 
sian Prem ier Bulganin will meet 
twice, in the morning and again 
in the afternoon. It will be the 
only day at Geneva when they 
meet twice. 
Starting Tuesday, their foreign 
ministers—Dulles of the 
United 
States, Pinay of France, Macmil- 
lan'of Britain, Molotov of Russia— 
will meet in the morning by them ­ 
selves. 
® The Big Four will lunch togeth­ 
er Tuesday and every following 
day and then have their formal 
session each afternoon, accompan­ 
ied by their foreign ministers. Only 
one formal dinner is planned. The 
Swiss government is giving that. 
There’s nothing to stop the Big 
Four from getting together in the 
evening for some conversation but 
that isn’t planned.

At Geneva Marshal Nikolai Alex­ 
androvich Bulganin will be fighting 
a desperate and perhaps decisive 
battle to save world communism 
from decay and ruin. 
The western world, led by the 
United States, is within reach of 
an historic victory. It may be slow 
and unspectacular in developing, 
but it can mean there is hope for 
j a real and lasting peace. 
The silent ally of the West in all 
this is the ordinary, everyday Ivan, 
the John Smith of Russia. 
Bulganin, strictly a political gen­ 
eral, personifies the dilemma of the 
general staff of communism. At 
Geneva, Bulganin cannot attack 
without solidifyihg the free world’s 
resistance to the Soviet Union. He 
cannot retreat without the danger 
of hastening communism's decay 
as a global conspiracy. 
Bulganin will not be his own mas­ 
ter. Nikita S. Khrushchev, the So­ 
viet communis boss, will be looking 
over one shoulder, representing the 
fears and ambitions of world com­ 
munism. Looking over the other 
will be Ivan, the man largely re­ 
sponsible for bringing about this 
summit meeting. 
Communism is in a pickle. The 
U. S. S. R. is its ideological an­ 
chor, its Mecca, its nerve center. 
It may lose that anchor as one of 
the long range results of the Gene­ 
va conference. The Woodless revo­ 
lution under way in the Soviet 
Union can spell the beginning of 
its end as a monolithic world poli­ 
tical force. 
The Soviet Union is like a great 
giant with a bellyache, and Ivan 
is the cause. 
The United States seems to be 
proceeding on the assumption the 
Russians’ recent moves are forced, 
and that they are truly anxious to 
talk about arms reduction. That is 
a good guess, and Ivan seems to 
be behind it. 
Khrushchev seems indignant at 
the idea Moscow moves sprang 
from sheer necessity. But Ivan, 
along with a rising generation of 
impatient young Soviet technocrats, 
had 
much 
to do 
with 
forcing 


riot, but he has little in common 
with revolutionary Bolshevism and 
little memory of it. The old Bolshe­ 
viks are dying out. Before long 
Ivan and his generation will be 
ruling the U. S. S. R. 
This Russian common man has 
the biggest stake of all in the Gen­ 
eva conference. If there is to be 
any attention to his particular prob­ 
lems, there must be relief from the 
awful waste of a military and total­ 
ly regimented economy. 
Thus Ivan begins to emerge as 
the hinge of history. The course of 
Stalin years has reflected growing 
concern with what he has been 
thinking and dreaming. At last, in 
an iron dictatorship, Ivan’s voice 
is becoming powerful. To under­ 
stand that it is necessary to review 
events of the last two years. 
Stalin, who could push all but­ 
tons at once and control every as­ 
pect of Soviet life, died March 5, 
1953. Nobody was big enough to 
succeed him. By common consent, 
in a form of self protection, his 
heirs formed a “ collective leader­ 
ship.” Times were uneasy. A sharp 
struggle for power was a certainty. 
Those who ruled had to woo the 
widest support. 
The 
collective 
under 
Prem ier 
Georgi Malenkov promised many 
things. Within two or three years 
it told Ivan, there would be an 
ample supply of good things for the 
people — refrigerators, vacuum 
cleaners, good radio and television 
sets, good clothing and shoes, no 
more food shortages. A massive 
propaganda campaign advertised 
the program. Billboards in many 
a Soviet city carried the promises. 
For the first time the Soviet lead­ 
ership took a frank look at its 
economy. Even by Soviet accounts 
it was sadly laggard in a modern 
world. Agriculture, particularly the 
livestock sector, was in a chaotic 
state. Industries which had any 
thing to do with the consumer side 
turned out shoddy products and not 
even enough of those. Khrushchev 
and others admitted these things. 
But the situation posed a dilem­ 
ma. With less tension, Soviet rulers 
could tend these home problems. 
Yet tension was necessary for So­ 
viet external policy. Communism, 
a dynamic movement, could stag­ 
nate in an atmosphere of peace. 
The Malenkov regime walked a 
tightrope, trying to keep the heavy 
industry sector intact while push­ 
ing the consumer program. Tens of 
thousands of young people were 


sent out to raise farm production, 
key to the whole program. 
The tightrope broke. Malenkov 
tumbled 
from 
the 
premiership. 
Khrushchev took charge. The lead­ 
ers recognized that the program of 
broad concessions to the consumer 
had to be modife, or the heavy 
industry side would suffer. Sudden­ 
ly and sharply the Soviet Union— 
amend after it all the satellites 
back to a Stalin-like program of all 
for heavy industry. 
The reversal, however, was far 
from complete. There can be no 
turning back to total Stalinism. To­ 
day internal Soviet propaganda has 
the sound of pleading rather than 
ordering, apologizing rather than 
condemning. Admissions of official 
failure are frequent, like the words 
of politicians promising to reform. 
The background theme is con­ 
stant: the U. S. S. R. is not weak, 
but strong; its moves spring not 
from fear but a will for peace. • 
The communist press compare* 
Malenkov’s errors in supporting 
light industry to the sins of Stalin’s 
enemies — but Malenkov remains 
near the helm. W hatever else Mal­ 
enkov might have done, in the first 
months 
after Stalin’s 
death 
he 
made himself a symbol of Ivan’s 
hopes for a fuller life. 
So the bloodless revolution con­ 
tinues. Communists outside the So­ 
viet Union watch in dismay the 
reversal of tenets once held sacred 
dogma. Communism is a revolu­ 
tionary movement requiring fana­ 
tic devotion to a central front of in­ 
fallibility. 
Now, by its own admission, Mos­ 
cow is fallible. Its swerves in policy 
dent the monolithic front of world 
communism. The chain is begin­ 
ning to come loose from the anchor.

MARYVILLE, Term. Uh - Hog 
calling isn’t nearly as difficult 
as it sounds. 
A lot of people who probably 
would like to take up hog call­ 
ing for a hobby have turned to 
painting instead 
because 
they 
felt hog calling took more real 
inborn talent. 
Robert Clark, a champion in 
this vocal art form, feels such 
people are defeatists and give up 
too easy. Clark last week won 
tile hog calling contest at the 
National Hillbilly 
Homecoming 
here for the third straight Sea­ 
ton. 
Never defeated in action, the 
43-year-old hillborn 
farmer, 
a 
strapping six-footer weighing 2G0 
pounds, met and survived an un­ 
expected challenge 
this 
year. 
One competitor tried to outdo 
him by appealing to porkies with 
« dulcent fall blown simultane­ 
ously through two steer horns. 
It was a musical triumph and 


the pigs appeared impressed, but 
they sat silent on their hams. 
However, when 
Clark 
strode 
to the platform and lifted up his 
old familiar cry, they squealed 
and ran frantically after this big 
Pied Piper in overalls. 
Modest in victory, 
Clark 
ex­ 
plained later that nothing really 
stirs tile soul of a hog more than 
a loud promising human voice 
at mealtime. 
“The main thing in getting a 
pig s attention,” he said, “is to 
have a loud voice. 
Personally, I 
have 
always 
found it hard to whisper. But if 
you got a loud voice, you have 
to learn to control it.” 
But Clark disdained the sug­ 
gestion that to succeed as a hog 
caller a man needed any partic­ 
ular personality in his voice, al­ 
though he felt that a high tenor 
had certain natural advantages 
over a bass. 
“ The pigs ought to be able lo 


hear you at least a mile away 
and come a-runnin’,” he said. 
“ I’ve got a brother 
who 
can 
bray like a jackass and you can 
hear him for two m iles.” 
There are no national contests 
in braying like a jackass, how­ 
ever, so the brother hasn’t won 
the public fame that Clark him­ 
self has. 
If you are interested in hog 
calling, he says you can get the 
best results with this cry: 
“ Piggy, piggy, Piggy, o-o-o-o- 
oh—heeeeeeeee. PIG.” 
The thrice-repeated word “pig­ 
gy” catches the 
distant 
hog’s 
ear. The “o-o-o-o-o-o-oo-oh—hee- 
eeeeeeeeee.” stirs pleasant m e­ 
mories of home in his stomach. 
And the short crisp exclamation 
“ PIG” must be given 
quickly 
and affirmatively. This 
creates 
a doubt in the hog’s mind as to 
whether anybody 
really 
cares 
whether he comes home. So he 
comes as fast as he can, hoping 
he ll still be slopped.

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Exhaust Fan Installed In Attic Can Cool House Comfortably 


Heat Up There 


Can Reach To 


150 Degrees 


Two Types O f Fans 
Recommended Are 
Suction, Exhaust 


Talk about the weather on a hot 
day never makes a house seem 
cooler, but did you ever consider 
air-washing your attic? 
This is a m atter of power ven­ 
tilation to get superheated air 
away from ceilings. Attics can 
develop tem peratures a r o u n d 
150 degrees on hot days and this 
heat radiates down into rooms— 
all night, you 
may 
have 
dis­ 
covered. 
Well, air-washing an attic sim­ 
ply involves installation of an attic 
exhaust fan. This gadget can cool 
a ho use so much in hot weather 
that less insulation is needed, and 
if you plan air conditioning, you 
can use much smaller equipment, 
costing less to install and less to 
operate. 
One builder in Dayton saved $500 
per house by installing attic fans, 
which permitted sm aller air con­ 
ditioning plants. 
When 
he 
first 
.showed his house plans to a heat­ 
ing engineer, he was 
told 
he’d 
need 5-ton air conditioners. The 
cost seemed prohibitive. So he in­ 
vestigated attic fans. 
* ♦ * 
A HUGE labortory attic of 
a 
blower in Dayton, measuring 150 
feet long, had been cooled 24 de­ 
grees in 2 hours by an exhaust fan. 
A trade journal, 
reviewing 
this 
case, found that the home builder 
could install a 3-ton, instead of a 
5-ton air conditioner, plus a 24- 
meh attic exhaust fan. 
In addition to the saving on in­ 
stallation, lower 
operating 
costs 
could be passed on to the home 
buyer. 
There are two main types of 
attic fans. One is a suctionbox, 
attic floor fan, designed to em ­ 
pty warm air through an open­ 
ing in the ceiling of a house 
and allow cooler evening air to 
flow in through the windows. This 
is really a breeze maker. 
Of course, this type of fan can’t 
be used with air conditioning. It 
would blow all of the cooled air 
out of the house. 
An attic exhaust fan, in the at­ 
tic gable, on the other hand, not 
only prevents that blanket of sup­ 
erheated air from pressing down 
on you, but also can be used as 
a modified breeze-maker when you 
leave the attic door open. 
* * * 
ENGINEERS say that suction- 
type celling fans should be kept 
running continuously during hot 
weather—even at night—for max­ 
imum comfort. 
Without 
forced 
ventilation, 
a 
house can store up heat that is 
carried through a cooler night and 
on into the next day. Open win­ 
dows and doors on a calm summer 
night fail to yield noticeable re­ 
lief because of the 
lack 
of 
air 
movement. 
Experiments have shown that 
fans operated at night—either at­ 
tic fans or 
window 
fans—can 
bring down room temperatures 
to within one or two degrees 
above the outdoor night temper­ 
ature. 
Sudden slumps in 
the 
outdoor 
tem perature can be guarded ag­ 
ainst by thermostatic controls. As 
soon as the mercury falls below 
the point you want, the fan turns 
off. 
However, like all mechanical de­ 
vices, night fans have their draw­ 
backs. Noise can 
be 
one. 
Dust 
brought into a house near a street 
can be another. And sometimes 
humidity runs high at night, with 
dew and fog, and this can bring 
dampness into the house. 
So its up to you to decide on 
all the prices you’ll pay for the 
privilege of keeping cool.

A wheel-ba t row c h a i s e 
longue for the law n is easy to 
move into sun or shade. 
The frame is made of IU 
by 
6-inch 
lumber 
(finished 
1-1/16 by BU). 
Mark off the 
handles and back rest on two 
80-inch lengths. 
Before saw­ 
ing out the shapes, bore 5/16- 
inch rope holes, spaced evenly, 
about 4 inches apart. 
The end frame members are 
30 inches long, one piece being 
ripped to make the end of the 
back rest. 
The legs are of 2 
by 6-inch lumber, shaped as 
shown. 
Assemble the legs and frame, 
using glue and No. IO round­ 


head screws. 
Attach the back 
rest to the frame with strong 
butt hinges. 
With the back rest in hori­ 
zontal position, thread 5 /16- 
inch manila rope through the 
holes as on a loom, weaving it 
to form a mesh.

The dowel axle is se­ 
cured in place with screws. 
Place washers on each side 
of the wheels, and bore a small 
hole through the ends of the 
axle for cotter pins.

Being Asked 


For Houses 


Bul Some Builders 
Say Buyers Getting 
More For Their Cash 


By ED MORSE 
(for Sam Dawson) 
NEW YORK m — You’re paying 
a bigger price for your new home 
these days but some builders claim 
you’re getting more for your mon­ 
ey. 
Regardless of that claim, the cost 
of building m aterials, labor and 
land is going up. So there’s pres­ 
sure 
for 
price 
boosts 
although 
some builders may absorb higher 
costs to sell more homes. 
The nation is in the midst of one 
of its greatest housing booms. Nev­ 
ertheless, 
competition 
in 
home- 
i building is getting keener and the 
builders’ margin is being squeezed, 
according to The Housing Institute, 
economic advisers to business. 
The 1955 home-buyer is much 
sm arter than the buyer of six or 
seven years ago. He’s choosier, has 
more definite ideas of what a house 
should be. 
An interesting round-up on how 
big builders from coast to coast 


have improved their product to 
please this present-day buyer has 
just been published by the NAHB. 
One amazing fact highlights this 
sampling of new home projects in 
various parts of the country. The 
homes are bigger, costlier, more 
livable than the houses produced 
by the same builders in 1948 or 
’49 — but a number of these build­ 
ers say the price per square foot 
is either less now than it used to 
be or about the same. 
For example, Earl W. (Flat Top) 


Smith of El Cerrito, Calif., presi­ 
dent of the NAHB, who pioneered 
contemporary design and flat roof 
houses in the San Francisco Bay 
area, compares his 1948 house with 
the type he’s building now. 
His 1949 house cost $8,100 while 
both on a lot of 5,000 square feet 
the 1955 house ise $10,500. They’re 
but the 1949 lot was valued at only 
$900 compared with $2,400 for the 
1955 lot.

When Is a Ghost

“Ghost m arks” on walls and 
ceilings do not mean 
your 
h o u se is h a u n te d . “G h o st 
m arks” occur when dirt is de­ 
posited in wide shadowy lines 
—a tell-tale sign that the house 
needs mineral wool insulation. 
W ithout insulation, the spaces 
between joists become dark­ 
ened because the warm, dust­ 
laden air tends to move to and 
through these colder surfaces. 
Use of mineral wool makes sur­ 
face tem peratures uniform and 
nearly equal 
room tem pera­ 
ture, thereby reducing painting 
and re-decorating costs. 


SEA WEED INSULATES 
Many early settlers of Massa­ 
chusetts placed dried sea weed in 
the walls of their homes as a 
means of insulation. Sea weed 
proved a fairly good insulator, too, 
but unlike modern mineral wool 
ii attracted vermin and was a defi­ 
nite fire hazard. 


DON'T . . . forget that some 
glues will not work properly vhere 
the tem perature in the room is un­ 
der 70 degrees Fahrenheit; the cli- 
rectioos will tell you whether that 
Is so.
